HER HUSBAND'S TOMB. 

Mr. H. W. Lee, Editor of“ Justice,” 
said they were called upon to bid fare- 
well to one who they all ho ad a 
long life of usefulness before her in the 
Socialist movement. Mrs. Hyndman s 
sudden death came as a blow which 
they could hardly realise. Her letters 
showed that she had made many plans 
for the future. 

Her devotion to “Comrade Hynd- 
man since their marriage in 1914 was 
well known, and his vigour and energy 
for the movement was largely due to 
her influence. Let them all be inspired 
by her devotion. 

Mr. Dan Irving remarked that the 
method of departure probably counted 
for little, but the lenness did add 
to the sense of loss. Mrs. Hyndman's 
attributes made her no mean advocate 
of a cause worthy of all effort and 
sacrifice. It was the only cause that 
promised to aid in the establishment of 
world peace and good will. 

Mr. F. J. Gould characterised Rosa- 
lind Travers Hyndman as a worthy 
i daughter of England. She heard and 
‘answered as best she could the still 
amall voice of humanity. She had 
almost di -d upon her husband's tomb, 
and what they had both done for the 
cause of social democracy would 
inscribed in the book of gratitude in 
the Commonwealth of the future.

Coastguard (O. F.) Grievances. 


The men of the Coastguard, whose ill- 
luck it has been to have their services dis- 
pensed with, have gone in many cases 
with well-developed grievances. ‘rom a 
number of letters received it would ap- 
pear that the “old force“ men have been 
las liberally dealt with’ than were fleet - 
men discharged to the shore from the 
R.N.

Inquiry Into Naval Pay. 


A Government Committee has been set 
up to inquire into the pay of the fighting 
services and the Civil Service. 

It comes many years after the need. 
During the decade prior to the war the 
pay of both Navy and Army was far be- 
low that of corresponding classes in the 
business Jife of the nation, while during 
the greater portion of the war the main 
merit of the personnel was the fact that 
they fought on under circumstances of 
remuneration which would have ren- 
dered a strike inevitable in regard to 
other classes on shore. That was when 
such a committee should have been ap- 
pointed. In those years officers in com- 
mand of H.M. ships, with the res) te 
bility of the lives of their crews and with

HE chrysanthemum cuttings put in 
early in the year are well rooted and 
are making a decided show of top 
growth.
